‘Hansel and Gretel’ opens 


The captivating charm of Engelbert 
Humperdinck’s opera, Hansel and Gretel , 
has won it a popular following the world 
over. Young of all ages will enjoy the pres¬ 
entation of this enchanting work by the 
UVic School of Music’s Opera Ensemble 
and Orchestra under the direction of Gly- 
nis Leyshon, with George Corwin 
conducting. 

Opening night in the Phoenix Theatre 
is Friday, Jan. 16, with subsequent perfor¬ 
mances taking place on Jan. 18 (matinee), 
19, 20, 22, and 24. Evening performances 
start at 8:00 p.m., and the matinee at 2:00 
p.m. 

Originally conceived by Humperdinck 
as an entertainment for his nieces and 
nephews, Hansel and Gretel was com¬ 
posed in 1893 to a libretto by Humper¬ 
dinck’s sister.

fable of the Brothers Grimm. Hansel and 
Gretel, going to the woods to pick berries, 
lose their way in a forest that is inhabited 
by a witch who turns children into ginger¬ 
bread. At night, they say their prayers 
and go to sleep, protected by guardian 
angels. The following morning, they are 
caught by the witch. They succeed how¬ 
ever, in tricking the old crone into her 
oven, whereupon all the children who 
have fallen under her gingerbread spell 
are released. 

Tickets, at $9 for adults and $7 for stu¬ 
dents, senior citizens and the disabled, 
can be purchased weekdays from the 
School of Music (8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.)

Welch is new Dean 
of Fine Arts 


Dr. Anthony Welch (History in Art) has 
been appointed UVic Dean of Fine Arts 
^or a five-year term effective July 1,1987. 

Welch’s appointment, approved by the 
UVic Board of Governors Dec. 15, has 
received approval from 93 per cent of vot¬ 
ing members of faculty. Welch was 
chosen as the candidate for the deanship 
by a selection committee which pres¬ 
ented his name to faculty members for a 
vote. He has served as acting Dean of 
Fine Arts since 1985, when his predeces¬ 
sor, Doug Morton, departed to take up 
the presidency of the Alberta College of 
Art. 

Welch has a distinguished career of 
scholarly achievement in his major field 
of interest, Islamic art and architecture, 
and has published numerous books and 
articles on Iranian painting, the art and 
architecture of Safavi Iran and of Sul¬ 
tanate and Mughal India, and the calli¬ 
graphy of the Muslim world. He has 
earned an international reputation for 
contributions he has made in his fields of 
study, as a scholar, editor, curator and 
consultant. 

In recent years he has been art advisor 
to Prince Sadruddin Aga Khan in Gen¬ 
eva, Switzerland, and on the editorial 
board of Muqarnas, a journal of Islamic 
Art and Architecture published by the 
Aga Khan program in Islamic architec¬ 
ture at Harvard and M.I.T. 

A supporter of the Arts in the local 
community, Welch was chairman of the 
‘Business of the Arts’ planning commit¬ 
tee and conference, held last February to 
encourage support of the arts in Victoria 
by business and community groups. 

He holds a B. A. honours degree in Ger¬ 
man Literature from Swarthmore Col¬ 
lege, Pennsylvania, and an M.A. and 
Ph.D. degrees in Fine Arts from Harvard 
University. 

Before coming to UVic in 1971 as a 
visiting lecturer, Welch was a teaching 
fellow at Harvard. He joined the UVic

faculty as assistant professor in 1972, 
becoming an associate professor three 
years later, and full professor in 1980. He 
was associate dean of Fine Arts from 
1982 to 1985, became acting dean when 
his predecessor, Doug Morton, departed 
to take up the presidency of the Alberta 
College of Art. 

On several occasions he has been 
guest curator at Asia House in New 
York, and has acted as a member of the 
advisory board to the North American 
Historians of Islamic Art 

Welch was script writer and scholarly 
consultant for The Isfahan of Shah 
'Abbas, a 30-minute color documentary 
film produced under the auspices of Har¬ 
vard University’s Fogg Fine Art Films 
series and the National Endowment for 
the Humanities. 

Welch will continue in the position of 
acting dean of Fine Arts until July. 


Which way tax incentives? 


Social science research is being discrimi¬ 
nated against by federal tax regulations 
which exclude the social sciences from 
tax write offs given for medical or scien¬ 
tific research, according to Dr. Alan 
Artibise, President of the Social Science 
Federation of Canada. 

The social sciences were not hurt to the 
same extent in the past, when govern¬ 
ment funded the research. But, the tax 
regulations are a critical element in 
achieving funding under the new match¬ 
ing grants policy set out by the govern¬ 
ment to stimulate public-private sector 
spending on research and development, 


Artibise said at a meeting held at UVic 
Dec. 17. 

“The government has changed the 
rules, so should change the tax incen¬ 
tives,” added Christian Pouyez, execu¬ 
tive director of the SSF. 

In response to lobbying by the SSF, 
federal Finance Minister Michael Wil¬ 
son says he is undertaking a comprehen¬ 
sive tax review, said Artibise. 

But, the review “could go the other 
way” and take tax incentives away from 
private sector funding for all sciences, 
Artibise warned. 
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Student gets large grant 
for national day care 



Griffin 


The fledgling Canadian Child Day Care 
Federation will receive a grant of 
$282,650.00 from Health and Welfare 
Canada over three years, due in part to 
the efforts of UVic student Sandra 
Griffin. 

The first Master’s student in the 
School of Child Care, Griffin is now com¬ 
pleting her thesis titled “Canadian Day 
Care—Translating Research into Pol¬ 
icy.” She is also a sessional lecturer giv¬ 
ing a section of a UVic practicum course 
in working with children. Griffin three 
years ago—while an undergraduate 
student—coordinated a national survey 
to find out what services are needed to 
improve the quality of Canadian day 
care, and on the basis of the findings put 
together the developmental plan for the 
Canadian Child Day Care Federation. 

The plan formed the basis of the prop¬ 
osal made to Health and Welfare Can¬ 
ada last year, resulting in the new grant 
awarded to the Federation to put its 
aims into effect. The aims of the Federa¬ 
tion are to strengthen provincial associ- 
ations, encourage information 
exchange within the day care commun¬ 
ity, build up standards and guidelines, 
and promote research. 

“Quality day care for Canadian fami¬ 
lies is important to everyone in our 
society, not just the immediate users,” 
said Health and Welfare Minister Jake 
Epp, when announcing the grant. “We 
welcome this new federation and its 
goals of improving and upgrading the 
quality of child day care services 
throughout Canada, especially at a time 
when the Parliamentary Task Force on 
Child Care is examining these 
questions.” 
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“Receiving the grant is quite exciting. 
This kind of funding has not been avail¬ 
able to national day care associations 
before,” says Griffin. 

“Although the grant does not directly 
affect the UVic School of Child Care, it 
reflects favorably upon Griffin as a stu¬ 
dent, and upon the support given her by 
the School,” says Dr. Alan Pence, child 
care professor and one of the primary 
day care researchers in Canada. 

Griffin worked with Pence when she 
was an undergraduate child care stu¬ 
dent, at the same time co-ordinating the 
survey which led to the recently- 
announced grant. She credits the 
School, and particularly Pence, with 
providing her with moral support, and 
assistance, while she carried out the sur¬ 
vey and studied for her degree 
simultaneously. 

“The networking was able to happen 
because I was in the School,” says Grif¬ 
fin, who sent out 9,000 brochures to peo¬ 
ple in the day care field, followed up with 
2,000 questionnaires to a selected 
audience, in preparation for the submis¬ 
sion requesting developmental funds. 
She conducted the survey with an earlier 
grant of $47,000 from Health and Wel¬ 
fare Canada. 

The services which Griffin intends to 
implement over the next three years for 
Canadian day care users, with the new 


grant from Health and Welfare, include: 

• publication of a national directory of 
day care associations from Prince 
Edward Island to Vancouver Island for 
use by people in the field 

• preparation of a 1987-88 calendar of 
day care events 

• exploration of the possibility of pub¬ 
lishing a Canadian day care magazine 

• organization of a national conference 
to bring together Canadian day care 
groups 

• creation of a national library of cur¬ 
rent information on day care 

“Sandy is doing work that is an out¬ 
growth of her professional involvement 
in the day care field,” says Pence. “She’s 
played the leadership role in getting that 
group (Canadian Child Day Care Feder¬ 
ation) together and moving. For my 
money, she’s one of the better informed 
people in Canada regarding the profes¬ 
sional development of day care. She 
knows the area thoroughly, and is very 
well regarded nationally.” 

When Griffin completed her under¬ 
graduate work in child care she applied 
to do her Master’s degree by special 
arrangement at UVic, as the School does 
not have a Master’s program in effect. 
She was a licensed preschool teacher 
when she entered the School of Child 
Care in 1983.

Electrical engineering grows 



Dr. Ruediger Vahldieck, who received his 
doctorate in the area of microwave theory 
in 1983, at the University of Bremen in 
West Germany, has been appointed 
assistant professor in the UVic Depart¬ 
ment of Electrical Engineering. 

Before joining the UVic Engineering 
Faculty, Vahldieck was technical director 
for a young Canadian high-tech company 
where he developed a microwave and 
millimeter-wave laboratory for frequen¬ 
cies up to 110 GHz. 

His current research focuses on the 
design characterization for shielded, 
multiple-coupled transmission lines for 
high speed supercomputer applications. 
In addition, he is working on numerical 
methods to solve electromagnetic field 
problems in the area of numerical 
methods in electromagnetics. 



Dr. Warren Little has returned to the 
UVic Department of Electrical Engineer¬ 
ing as an associate professor, after work¬ 
ing with local computer engineering 
companies for the past two years. 

Little was originally at UVic as a visit¬ 
ing professor, who helped establish the 
Faculty of Engineering 

A founding member of the Canadian 
Industrial Computer Society, Little has 
worked for the Science Council of Can¬ 
ada, and was an instigator of the compu¬ 
ter engineering option at the University 
of Waterloo. 

His research interests include micro¬ 
computer architecture, microcomputer 
applications, computer education and 
computer graphics. A native of Vernon, 
B.C., Little is particularly interested in 
applied computer research 


‘Climenhaga’ 
in orbit 

Dr. John Climenhaga, Professor 
Emeritus and first head of the 
UVic Physics Department, has 
been internationally honored by 
the naming of a minor planet. 

The minor planet, or asteroid, 
which has been officially named 
Climenhaga by the International 
Astronomical Union, is one of 
more than 3,000 known minor 
planets, most which orbit the sun 
between the orbits of Mars and 
Jupiter. 

The asteroid named Climen¬ 
haga is Number 3034, which was 
first observed by Max Wolf at Hei¬ 
delberg in 1917, and was subse¬ 
quently lost. Dr. Brian Marsden 
of the Smithsonian Astrophysi- 
cal Observatory recently com¬ 
pleted orbit calculations showing 
that observations of faint aste¬ 
roids observed in 1949, 1952 and 
several times since 1970, all refer 
to this asteroid. 

The orbit of Climenhaga is now 
well-determined. It is a faint 17th 
magnitude object moving slowly 
in the constellation Leo, and has 
a period of 3.5 years, explains Dr. 
Jeremy Tatum (Physics). 

The name for the asteroid was 
suggested to the I.A.U. by Chris 
Spratt, a keen local amateur 
astronomer and member of the 
gardening staff of the UVic 
Department of Buildings and 
Grounds. 

The official citation from the 
I.A.U. Minor Planet Circular 
11441, dated Dec. 16,1986, says of 
the asteroid: 

“Named in honor of John L. 
Climenhaga, first head of physics 
at the University of Victoria, on 
the occasion of his seventieth 
birthday. Known for his work on 
the C12/13 abundance ratio in 
carbon stars and for studies of 
line blanketing and microturbu¬ 
lence in late-type stars, he has 
also long had an interest in come¬ 
tary spectra. On his retirement in 
1982 the University’s Observa¬ 
tory was named in his honor, and 
among the Observatory’s activi¬ 
ties is the only Canadian pro¬ 
gram of astrometric observations 
of comets and minor planets. Fol¬ 
lowing a suggestion from C.E. 
Spratt, the name was proposed by 
B.G. Marsden, who found the 
identifications involving this 
minor planet.”

Rotary funds cultural exchanges

Speaking around town 


Tsugiko Nakajima finds it odd, but nice, 
that students in her UVic graduate liter¬ 
ature classes call professors by their first 
names. “It never happens in Japan/’ she 
says. She is also getting used to classes 
that are mostly discussion rather than 
formal lectures. “It’s hard for me and 
sometimes I feel left behind, but I’m 
enjoying it.” 

Peter Woodman, on the other hand, 
finds it strange to have instruction in his 
classes. In England, graduate students 
spend most of their time on research 
rather than course work. 

Nakajima and Woodman are the two 
Rotary Foundation scholars attending 
UVic this year. Rotary Foundation scho¬ 
larships are awarded to students world¬ 
wide (1307 in 1986-87) for one year’s 
study abroad. Students are expected to 
share their culture and their understand¬ 
ing of other cultures in an active pro¬ 
gram of people-to-people diplomacy. 

Nakajima picked Victoria because of 
what she read about its climate and Brit¬ 
ish atmosphere. She has since become 
enchanted with maple trees on campus 
(“different from Japanese maples”) and 
early morning fog. She is less enthusias¬ 
tic about our food. “I’m gaining weight, 
and I miss miso soup and fish.” 

At first puzzled, Nakajima is now com¬ 
fortable with what she sees as the cas¬ 
ual, friendly nature of Canadian life. She 
hopes to take a Canadian sense of hum¬ 
our back to Japan. 

Woodman wants to share some of his 
Canadian experiences with students he 
teaches at a Comprehensive school 
(equivalent to a Canadian junior/senior 
high school) in Banbury, England. At 
UVic, he is working on a Masters in cur¬ 
riculum studies and science education. 


The speaking responsibilities that 
come with the Rotary Foundation scho¬ 
larship also take up some of Woodman’s 
time. He and Nakajima between them 
will be addressing all 45 Rotary clubs in 
the district during the year. “There’s one 
day next week when I’m giving three 
talks in three different parts of the 
Island,” says Woodman. Rather than 
speaking on “exciting things happening 
in Banbury,” Woodman may talk about 
last summer’s work in a Palestinian 
refugee camp or his film-making expedi¬ 
tion several years to Papua New Guinea. 

A number of UVic students have been 
awarded Rotary Foundation scholar¬ 
ships. Currently, Laurie-Jeanne Lister is 
in Vienna studying music, while law stu¬ 
dent Kathryn Heraty is in the first of a 
two-year sojourn in Japan. She has been 
accepted to the prestigious University of 
Tokyo law school, a rare feat for a 
woman. 

Developmental studies student Judy 
Klima will head for the University of 
South Pacific in Fiji in February, and 
Raymond Matthews, an educational 
psychology and special education stu¬ 
dent, will be at the University of Queens¬ 
land in Australia. 

Students receiving scholarships for 
1987-88 have already been chosen. 
Warren Weir, whose specialty is interna¬ 
tional relations and 3rd world public 
administration, will go to the University 
of the West Indies in Trinidad. Trilin¬ 
gual Monica Hofer will study interpreta¬ 
tion in Brussels. Curtis Adressen, a 
cultural geography student, heads to the 
University of Malaysia in Penang, and 
physiology and human performance stu¬ 
dent Michelle Brousson will study at 
Australia’s University of Queensland.

Progression and merit 
increases have been awarded to 
certain staff members each year, 
but the last general salary 
increase was made July 1, 1982. 
The increase that year—the year 
the compensation stabilization 
commission went into effect— 
was eight per cent.

John Krich (Theatre) has been invited by the 
University of Pittsburgh Department of Theatre 
Arts to perform George in Edward Albee’s mod¬ 
ern classic, Who’s Afraid of Virginia Woolf?

Library waves wand

Do we always appreciate the magic our univer¬ 
sity librarians can sometimes work for us? 

In early Decemberthe University Film Centre 
asked me to introduce Carl Dreyer’s classic 
film La Passion de Jeanne d’Arc at a free show¬ 
ing for students during the current semester. 
When I checked our library shelves I found that 
Maurice Drouzy’s highly praised biography of 
Dreyer was not in our collection. 

There were two reasons for this. It is available 
only in French; and students are unwilling to 
read French even when the scholarship is of a 
high order; so the library does not rush to pur- 
• chase such texts. Secondly, for the past three 
years, there has been the likelihood that the 
work would be translated into English. 

Tentatively, I asked if the library could obtain 
the book from Paris before early February. It 
seemed doubtful. But my telephone rang ten 
days later: in response to our librarians’ urgent 
request, the book had just arrived and was 
awaiting my collection. 

It was a delightful December surprise. Not 
even Russian reindeer fuelled by Alberta 
energy could have arrived quicker.

Who uses the chapel? 

I have in past supported the presence of the 
chapel on the university campus. When propo¬ 
nents of the proposed chapel originally sought 
acceptance of this institution by the university 
community; we were led to believe that the 
chapel would not be the private preserve of any 
one religious group. Great stress was placed 
upon this point and I believe largely for this rea¬ 
son was assent granted. The chapel now faces 
an important trial. The neutral chapel where peo¬ 
ple of different religious perspectives could 
share and learn from one another could evapo¬ 
rate. It is not the chaplains’ intent to exercise 
prejudice in their control of the chapel. Unfortu¬ 
nately those prejudices of which we are unaware 
are sometimes our most pervasive and intracta¬ 
ble. It is impossible to grow up anywhere without

assimilating many of the unspoken assumptions 
and prejudices of our native culture (A view of 
the world). This is not a fault but does necessi¬ 
tate an awareness of how our bias influences our 
perspective of other religions. 

In Monday Magazine (Dec. 3, page two) one 
university chaplain discusses why a particular 
group was unacceptable to use the chapel. He 
proposes that a superstition is clearly distinct 
from a faith. A superstition he characterized as 
‘belief that some action not logically related to a 
course of events influences its outcome’. Are 
then Christians who pray for guidance or divine 
intercession merely superstitious? By what logi¬ 
cal mechanism is baptism related to one’s fate 
after death? Are those who aspire to heaven by 
correct living, able to explain the logical relation 
between the two or is this a matter of faith. 
Further a superstition was characterized by 
‘unreasonable faith in magic, chance or dogma’. 
Are the numerous miracles ascribed to Christ or 
Jehovah less miraculous or magical than'those 
of other religions. 

Is faith in the dogma of Christianity more reas¬ 
onable than the dogma of other religions, or is it 
simply more familiar. I am not criticizing Chris¬ 
tianity but simply observing that we often omit to 
apply the same critical rational standards to our 
own faith by which we evaluate the beliefs of 
others. Another reason the chaplain considered 
the group inappropriate is that they are not the- 
ists. Like Buddhists and many other religions the 
primary concern of the group is not directed 
toward a transcendent personified deity. I am 
not arguing in favour of any particular groups’ 
use of the chapel but I am deeply concerned by 
the reasons given for refusal. These reasons dis¬ 
qualify very many people. A profound and 
searching fairness is needed and this is not yet 
apparent; to me at least. 

Regardless of whose money was involved, the 
chapel was placed into everyone’s university 
community (and property) contingent on partic¬ 
ular conditions expected by this community. If 
we now restrict the use of the facility to one close 
family of faiths would we not call into question 
the integrity of the chapel. I ask that we deliber¬ 
ate further in the hope that a more open chape 
will result.
